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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-71 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art, U.S. 
Patent # 6,317,608 B1, does not teach nor render obvious a high-frequency amplifier 
that has, in combination with other limitations, a plurality of first branching means each 
for branching the amplified signal in the plurality of frequency bands into a signal in the 
highest frequency band and a signal having the remaining frequency bands; and 
branching in accordance with the level of the frequency band and conversion to the load 
impedance are performed in order from the highest frequency band to the lowest 
frequency band; nor does it have a plurality of second branching means each for 
branching the amplified signal in the plurality of frequency bands into a signal in the 
highest frequency band and a signal having the remaining frequency bands; and 
branching in accordance with the level of the frequency band and conversion to the 
signal source impedance are performed in order from the highest frequency band to the 
lowest frequency band.
